taken refuge. 
Recently the authorities found a , 
man who saw the shooting. T hat man j 
is H erbert Guy, who sw ore at the hear- j 
ing that while passing close to the j 
Peckham house, he heard a shot, and I 
D'Alton Peckham ’s voice through an | 
open door exclaim; 
“Floyd, that hurts." 
There was a 
pile of pole* on the north side of the 
house and w itness saw a person’s head 
over the pile, heard a racket in the 
house, follower! by a shot; heard D'Al­ 
ton Peckbain cry out: “For G o d ’s s a k e 
spare my life, Floyd!" 
The shooting 
continued and w itness saw through 
the door Floyd flourishing a revolver 
and 
exclaim: 
“There, 
you— !

won’t go down cellar for anym ore 
cider.” 
Guy explained his silence of the last 
three years because of throats made 
by a neighbor, Sam Houghton. Hough­ 
ton 1« serving a sentence in the W est­ 
ern Pennsylvania at Allegheny and 
old man Guy made up his mind to tell 
w hat hs saw of the murder.

About th at time a steamer, which w it­ 
ness took to be a collier, paused about 
three milea away. 
C aptain Roberts saw that be wet 
wrong and about 10 minute« later al­ 
lowed the sailor to put up the flag in 
a reversed position. 
Griffith said Cap­ 
tain Roberts was excited when the 
boats were located. 
Griffith had no 
hope that the boats would live, and 
advised people not to go in them. 
He 
said no step« were taken to rescue 
thoae in the water after the first boat 
bad 
capsized, 
although

were 
alongalde the tteamer.

no rocket« or blue flres or other sig­ 
nals cm board a« far as he knew.

Floyd Peckham , aged 22, 
has been held without ball for the 
shooting of hi« father. D’Alton Peck* 
ham, on the evening of Jan. 1 \ 1901, 
at ihe family home near Cranesville, 
in this county. 
On the m orning of Jan. V.*. 1901, 
Constable 
Ferguson 
of 
Cranesvllb 
had business at the Peckham home. 
He found the house apparently de­ 
serted, the back door open, the room 
partly tilled w ith 
s n o w 
which had 
blown In during the night. 
In the pantry on the floor lay th-- 
dead body of D’Alton Peckham and 
four bullet wounds showed how he 
had come to his death. 
Peckham had been drinking heavily. 
He threatened his wife with violence 
and finally ordered her and the chil­ 
dren out of ih>‘ doors. At 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon they left the house. H ■ 
family at that tim e, consisted of h :s 
wife, a sen. Floyd, aged 19: a daughti ’\ 
N e llie , aged lk. and a little boy an! 
girl. 
W ith the < xception of Floy I 
they took refuge in the house of a 
neighbor w here they stayed all nig! ? 
Floyd, however, stopped at the home 
of his grandm other, half way between 
the Peckham farm 
and 
H errick’s, 
where the m other and children ha 1 
taken refuge. 
R ecently th e authorities found a 
man who saw the shooting. T hat man 
is H erbert Guy, who sw ore at the hear­ 
ing that while passing close to the 
Peckhaui house, he heard a shot, and 
D’Alton Peckham ’s voice through an 
open door exclaim : 
“Floyd, that hurts.” 
There was a 
pile of pole# on the north side of the 
house and w itness saw a person’s head 
over the pile, heard a racket in the 
houee, followed by a shot; heard D’Al­ 
ton Peckham cry out: “For God’s sake 
spare my life, Floyd!” 
The shotting 
continued and witness saw through 
the door Floyd flourishing a revolver 
and 
exclaim : 
“There, 
you— ! 
You 
won’t go down cellar for anym ore 
cider ” 
Guy explained his silence of the last 
three years because of th reats made 
by a neighbor. Sam Houghton. Hough­ 
ton 1« serving a sentence in the W est­ 
ern Pennsylvania at Allegheny and 
old man Guy mode up his mind to tell 
w hat h# saw of the murder.

Griffith said Cap­ 
tain Roberts was excited when the 
boats were located. 
Griffith had no 
hope that the boats would live, an 1 
advised people not to go 1n them.

thoae in the water after the first boat
